- In exercise of the powers conferred by clause ( b ) of sub - section ( 2 ) of Section 27 of the 
Tamil Nadu Fire Service Act , 1985 ( Tamil Nadu Act of 40 of 1985 ) read with proviso to Article 309 of the Constitution of 
India , the Governor of Tamil Nadu hereby makes the following amendments to the Special Rules for the Tamil Nadu Fire 
Subordinate Service ( Section 10 in Volume - III of the Tamil Nadu Services Manual , 2016 ) 


AMENDMENT

In the said Special Rules , in rule 5B , after sub - rule ( 2 ) , the following sub - rule shall be inserted , namely : 

" ( 3 ) No person shall be eligible for appointment to the Service by direct recruitment unless he satisfies the 
appointing authority that he has not involved in any criminal case before police verification . 
Explanation ( 1 ) .-- A person who is acquitted or discharged on the benefit of doubt or due to the fact that the 
complainant turned hostile shall be treated as a person involved in a criminal case . 


Explanation ( 2 ) .-- A person involved in a criminal case at the time of police verification and the case is yet to be 
disposed of and subsequently ended in honourable acquittal or treated as mistake of fact shall be treated as not 
involved in a criminal case and he can claim right for appointment only by participating in the next recruitment " ,
